Whether he is reconsidering the question of the retrenched 
teachers? 

The Minister for Public Health, Medical & Education {Shn 
Phoolchand Gandhi) Presumably the Member is referring to the 
question of Primary School teachers whose hens have been 
terminated for failure to pass regional language test after 3 chances. 
If so the answer is in the negative for the followmg reasons 

Out of a total number of 2,955 teachers, who, under the orders 
issued, has to appear for regional language tests, 1,483 have 
passed and resumed duty. Liens of 477 teachers who have failed 
in all the 3 tests have had to be terramated 251 teachers have 
not yet appeared for any test though given facilities. The ques- 
tion of giving them another chance to appear for a test or temina- 
tion of then hen is now under consideration. The result of the 
4th test held in April this year is not known and the last test will 
be held in October, 1952. 

As it IS the policy of this State to impart education through 
the medium of the_ regional languages, it is not possible to contmue 
m service, teachers who have failed to pass the regional language 
test, though given leave for the purpose and ihrje chances to 
pass it.
